Throughout Week. 


Probably the largest assemblies ever 


gathered in Newark for religious pur- 
poses were the congregations which, 
on Sunday, participated in the dedi- 
catory services of the magnificent new 
edifice of the First Methodist Episco- 
pal church. The building, pronounced 
by critics to be be, from an artistic 
point of view, the most perfect finished 
church structure in the state, was for- 
mally consecrated to public worship 
in the regular order of services, be- 
ginning with the 
morning Sunday 


school, and concluding in the even'"T 
with the service of Dedication, con- 
ducted by Bishop David H. Moore, and 
Bishop Joseph E. Berry. 


Tho program of the day was carried 


or.t as 
previously 
announced. 
The 


pastor, Rev. L. C. Sparks, was assisted 
by Bishop Moore of Cincinnati, Bishop 
Berry of Buffalo. N. Y., Rev. Thomas 
Corwin Iliff. D. D.. LL, D., Dr Allan H. 
Norcross, district superintendent of 
the Banesvllle district, and by a num- 
ber of visiting ministers, among whom 
were Rev. L. B. Sparks of Columbus, 
Rty. Herbert Scott of Columbus, Rev. 
George Marshall of Millersport, Rev. 
George Marshall of Millersport, Revs. 
Charles Laughlin and Harry Holcombe 
of Newark. An elaborate musical pro- 
gram was in 
charge 
of 
Professor 


Klopp, assisted by the chorus choir, 
and Misses Una Marshall and Edith 
Earp as soloists 


The most remarkable feature of the 


day was the Dedicatory Offering, con- 
ducted by Dr. Iliff—it being a rule of 
the church that no structure be ded- 
icated until pledges covering the en- 
tire endebtedness are held. The total 
cost of their building and site has been 
5106,000, of which $66.000 have bepn 
previously paid 
or subscribed. Dr. 


Jliff announced that at the morning 
and evening services he would expect 
to receive subscriptions amounting ro 
$40,000: and as Bishop Moore rose to 
conduct the Dedicatory service, lie an- 
nounced the amount of the day's sub- 
scription, $41.700. In addition to this 
the Sunday school, at its morning ser- 
vice, made a cash offering of $775 to 
the building fund. 


Especial mention should 
also be 


made of the almost unparalleled work 
of the Women's Guild of the church, 
under the leadership of Mrs. Bertha 
A. Mitchell. Two years ago, this or- 
ganization made to the 'building fund 
a pledge of $10,000, of which almost 
three-fourths has been paid in cash in 
the two years; and the first offering 
toward the new subscription was an 
additional pledge of $10,000, made by 
Mrs. Mitchell for the women of 
the 


church. 
It is believed that such a 


record as this Guild can show, in pveiy 
line of religious effort and social effi- 
ciency in the various departments of 
church 
activity has 
been seldom 


equalled. 


The morning sermon was preached 


by Bishop Berry, who took his text 
from John 6:68: "Lord, to whom shall 
we go?" 


He first propounded the question: 


To whom shall we go for the real def- 
inition of life, and of the philosophy 
of human living? Finding no answer 
in the words of the scientist or the 
poet, we must come back at last to 
the philosophy of Jesus Christ. If we 
search for immortality, we find no 
Immortality of intellect, in art, 
or 


music, or science, that has not its be- 
ginning In Him. 
Raphael 
in art, 


Handel in music, and all their com- 
peers, live in their delineations of 
Jesus Christ and His life. If Ve search 
for the immortality of a dominating 
personality,—Alexander, Caesar, Napo- 
leon Bonaparte are gone; Jesus is still 
and forever the resurrection and the 
life. 


There is none other to whom we may 


go for salvation: nor may we go to 
Him, unless we will accept God's defi- 
nltlom of sin, His doctrine of the per- 
sonal deity of Jesus, the dootrine of 
th* Mcrlflclal death of Christ. 
Tf we 


deny Him, we rauftt satisfy onraelres 


with the negations of atheism, the 
cold formalities of ritualism, or the 
fantasies of spiritualism, or the vague- 
ness of Eddyism. 


"To whom, then," he plead in con- 


clusion, "shaK we go for our interpre- 
tioii of death and our assurance of 
immortality, than to Jesus Christ?" 


At the 6 o'clock service, Bishop Ber- 


ry again spoke, addressing particularly 
the Epworth League, and the young 
people of 
peculiarly 
the 
church.

inasmuch as Dr. 


Berry is known as "the young people's 
Bishop." Previously to being made a 
'bishop of the church, he was widely 
known as the founder of the Epworth 
League, which for twenty years has 
had a marvelous growth and influence 
among the young people of Metnodlsm.

LAST DAYS OF SESSION 


Columbus, O., May 15.—With the

Thursday, a serious question has aris- 
en whether time enough remains to 
enact the important bills that have 
not been acted upon by both Houses. 
There are rumors that it will

round nepessary to rescind the sine 
die adjournment 
resolution, which 


fixes the date for complete cessation, 
on May 31. The purpose of the in- 
terim recess is to permit the bills

Last year when the time for re- 
cessing arrived no action had been ta- 
ken upon the bill creating' th« State 
Tax Commission. 
This was referred 


to a committee of conference, which 
reported on the last day of the ses- 
sion, when the bill was passed. 


Such a precedent could be invoked 


this year if deemed necessary 
and 
thus delay could be avoided. It is 
absolutely necessary to pass 
four 


bills. 
The first and second are the

1912. The first has passed the house, 
and will be reported by the senate 
committee on Wednesday. The second 
has not even been introduced by the

committee, 
where it 
must 


originate. 
The third is the 
Green 


bill, providing the machinery for the 
constitutional convention of next year

In 
proportion as our love is God-like, we 
have seen the glory of God, which 
must compel higher visions.

TAX COMMISSION 


Estimates Tlwtt Valuation for Next 


VeaJ-'s Taxes Will lie Four liil- 


lioiis Greater Ttiaii at 
Present. " 


.Columbus, O., May 15.—The graac 


duplicate of real estate in 1910 was 
$1,586,352,238. The Tax Commis- 
sion of Ohio 
estimates 
that 
the 


grand duplicate of the state for 1911 
will be *4,177,124,541. This esti- 
mate is from actual valuations fixed 
in all counties except Gallia, Muskin- 
gum, Seneca and Portage. Those 
counties and the cities of Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Columbus and Dayton, as 
well as the cities included in the tour 
countfes named, are estimated; but 
the figures quoted will not be chang- 
ed materially. 


The grand duplicate of personal 
property in 1910 in round numbers 
was $800,000,000. If the same per- 
centage of increase that obtains 
in 


real estate is maintained on personal 
property.the personal grand duplicate 
will reach $2,200,000,000. This will 
make a total grand duplicate, count- 
ing both real and personal property, 
<cf $6,400,000,000 in round numbers, 
the percentage of increase being 
166 2-3. 


Of the increase in real estate valu- 
ations for the 1911 duplicate the Tax 
Commission is responsible for about 
$600,000,000, sitting as a state board 
for the equalization of real estate. 
The commission 
made heavy 
in- 


creases in many counties, seeking 
only to put the real property ion the 
duplicate at its real value in money. 
Some taxing districts were too high, 
but most of them -were too low. In 
nearly every instance the valuations 
that were found to be too high had 
been increased by the local boards. 
Assessors in very few instances had 
done their duty. 


The 1 per cent tax levy bill,which 


has passed both houses, reduced the 
state levy, which is made chiefly for 
school purposes, two-thirds approxi- 
mately. There was raised last year 
by the state levy the sum of $3,228,- 
000. 
This was apportioned back to 
the counties. The levy provided by 
the Smith bill, the 1 per cent 
tax 
measure, will raise about $300,000 
less than was raised last year.

Provisional President 
Has Delayed 


Sending Troops Sooth to Meet a 


Federal Force 


REBELS SATISFIED WITH PRES. DIAZ' MANIFESTO 


Alleged Attempted Bribery of General Orozco las 


Caused Considerable Agitation in Madero's 


Camp- Obregon Given Notice Tbat His 


Presence in Juarez is No 


Longer Desirable. 


El Paso, Texas, May 15.—Fran- 


cisco I. Madero has temporarily de- 
layed his arrangements to send the 
main body of the Juarez »ebel gar- 
rison southward to 
meet 
Colonel 


Rabagos' federal forces in order to 
treat with representatives of Presi- 
dent Diaz for peace. 
This was the 


word brought to El Paso, by Senor 
Rafael Hernandez, who caused the 
original armistice and who has been 
devoting 
his 
efforts 
to 
bringing 


about an understanding since the in- 
surgents occupied Juarez. 
Hernan- 


dez is extremely hopeful and today 
expressed the belief that 
proposi- 


tions he has submitted to Madero 
on behalf of the Diaz government ap- 
peared acceptable to the revolution- 
ists. The rebels are said to be satis- 
fied with President Diaz's present re- 
tirement manifesto and 
their 
de- 


mands now are said to be confined 
to those for the resignation of the 
Diaz cabinet and the appointment of 
a new body with half its members 
Maderoists. 
Hernandez 
intimated 


that this had been tentatively agreed 
to by Diaz. 


It is feared that when these de- 


mands are officially accepted by Diaz 
a new armistice will be declared ex- 
tending throughout the Chihuahua 
miltary zone. 


Madero himself, so far, has de- 


clined to 
discuss the 
Hernandez 


Deace plans, though he admits that 
ho will seize any opoprtunity to re- 
store peace if the insurrectos de- 
mands can be met. 


In the event of peace being 
de- 


clared, the efforts of the provlsonal 
government to rehabilitate the state 
governments in Chihuahua and Son- 
ora will not be in vain, as these are 
two of the 14 states where,the rebels 
will be allowed to name governors, 
and it is believed secretaries of state 
also. 


Notification from Provisional Pres- 


ident Madero to Senor Esquival Ob- 
regon that his presence in this city 
no longer was desired by the revo- 
lutionists is the culmination of what 
is believed to have been a general 
plot to influence the military chiefs 
of Madero to desert his standard. 


A large bribe is said to have been 


offered General Pasqual Orozco, but 
he indignantly refused it. 
Senator 


Obregon 
emphatically denies any 


connection with the story. 


General Pasqual Orozco was asked 


concerning the efforts which Obre- 
gon is alleged to have made to turn 
him from Madero and the Tumor 
that a bribe had been offered was 
mentioned to him. In reply he de- 
clared that no fixed price had been 
offered, but it had been discreetly 
indicated to him that he never would 
lack for money if he consented to do 
certain things.

FOR FUND DISTRIBUTION'. 


Mexico City, May 15.—Another of 


the reforms proposed in the presi- 
dent's message to congress on April 
1, which indicates promise of im- 
portance through its ultimate effect 
upon the country, was given definite 
form by the introduction 
in 
the 


chamber of deputies yesterday of a 
bill providing for a division of the 
public domain and of private estates, 
and the distribution of the land in 
small tracts among the people. The 
text of the measure was made public 
today. 


In general terms the bill author- 


izes the executive to undertake to 
acquire, divide and sell through tbe 
department of finance such national 
lands as possess the requisite condi- 
tions for distribution in small par- 
cels, being either "arable, pastoral 
or capable of being brought under 
irrigation, and situated near some 
route of communication." 


It is provided also that "if in places 


where it is desirable to divide up 
lands there are no national lands 
suitable for the purpose, the execu- 
tive may acquire land belonging to 
private individuals, provided there 
are facilities for irrigation and the 
owners do not care to subdivide such 
estates themselves." 


To cover the outlays contemplated 


by the proposed law, the department 
of fomento may use an appropriation 
of 25,000,000 pesos ($12,500,000 in 
gold), voted by the chamber of dep- 
uties in 1908, provided that during 
the fiscal year of 1911-12 not more 
than 3,000,000 pesos may be used.

Trig r-rditlorial history of the church 


continues until 1828. when the present 
church was formally 
organized. 
In 


January of that year, a petition was 
circulated for the securing of 
funds 


for the erection of a "Methodist meet- 
ing house"' 
The effort was "highly 


successful," 
resulting 
in a total of 


seven hundred and 
seventy-one dol- 


lars, a few rich and generous subscrip- 
tions running as high as fortj-fi\e and 
fifty dollars. 
On August 5, 182S. the 


pastor, Rev. Jacob Hooper, appointed 
the first official board, consisting of 
James Hayes. James Bramble, Thomas 
Atherton, Thomas Parker, John Cun- 
ningham, John Evans, Thomas Taylor, 
John Parker. The next day, August 6, 
the board paid $30 for a. lot, which in- 
cluded the ground occupied by the re- 
cently occupied church building, and 
also the lot soutn of it, on which the 
first structure was erected, crowning a 
high elevation which has since been 
razed. The 
building complete cost 


$1,025 66; at the time of the dedication 
$24 42 was still due, and for this the 
trustees gave their notes.
